Just Out) 


The Church Unity Octave, the observance of which 
was by Papal Brief of His Holiness Pope Benedict XV 
éxtended to the Universal Church and enriched with 
indulgences on February 25th, 1916, had its inception 
under the Rev. Paul James Francis, S. A., when he 
was a “Pro-Roman” Anglican of the Protestant Episco- 
pal Church in the United States of America, in 1908. 

At that time it was Father Paul's custom to recognize 
the authority of the Chair of Peter by forwarding 
Peter’s Pence to the Apostolic See. 

The first practical result of the observance of the 
Church Unity Octave was the submission and corporate 
feception of seventeen members of the Society of the 
Atonement, of which Father Paul was the founder and 
superior, into the Catholic Church on October 30th. 
190). On this date, Father Paul and sixteen of his 
followers were received in the convent chapel at Gray- 
moor, Garrison, New York, by Monsignor Conroy, 
Auxiliary Bishop of Odgensburg, acting for His Emin- 
ence Cardinal Farley, Arckhhishop of New York. 

In December, 1909, the Octave received the sanction 
and blessing of Pope Pius X. This was followed by that 
of their Eminences, Cardinals Farley, O'Connell, Gib 
bons and Falconio. Still later Cardinal Bourne of West- 
minister, Cardinal Logue of Armagh, the Ca: dinal Arch- 
bishop of Quebec, and His Grace the Archbishop of 
Montreal gave their approval to the Octave. Mean- 
time, many archbishops and bishops of the United 
States, Canada, and England gave the Octave their 
endorsement and support. Finally, His Holiness Pope 
Benedict XV, by the above mentioned Brief, extended 
its observance to the Universal Church, enriching it 
with indulgences. 

At the Annual Conference of the American Hier- 
archy in Washington, D. C., September 22nd, 1921 
Cardinal Dougherty of Philadelphia, presented a 
resolution to the hierarchy providing that “the Unity 
Octave be held throughout all the dioceses of the United 
States,” “It was unanimously adopted by the Hier 
archy,” Cardinal Dougherty informed the Central Of 
fice of the Church Unity Octave, Graymoor, Garrison, 
New York the day following. 

The Observance of the Octave consists in the daily 
recitation of the Antiphon: “That they all may be one, 
as Thou, Father, in Me and I in Thee; that thev also 
may be one in Us; that the world may believe that 
Thou hast sent Me.” (St. John, XVII, 21) V. I sav 


unto thee, that thou art Peter; R. And upon this 


Rock I will build My Church” ; followed by the Prayer: 
O Lord Jesus Christ Who saidst unto Thine Apostles 
etc., during the eight days of the Octave from St 
Peter’s Chair in Rome, January 18th, to the Conversior 
of St. Paul, January 25th. 

A plenary indulgence has been granted on the first 
or last day of the Octave under the usual conditions

The Hellen 
though utterly incompetent legally to interfere in ec- 
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clesiastical matters outside of Greece, made a last ef- 
fort by forbidding any of the Bishops in regions oc- 
cupied by Greece to be present. This, however, could 
not prevent the holding of the election. 

In charge of the affairs of the Patriarchate is the 
Holy Synod, composed of twelve Metropolitan Bishops, 
clected to membership by the Mixed (lay and ecclesias- 
tical) Council of the Patriarchate. ‘he final election 
is by this body; but three persons are put in nomina- 
tion by a much larger body, composed of the Holy 
Synod, plus all Metropolitan Bishops who happened 
to be in the citv when the previous Patriarch died or 
was dethroned, plus the other clerical and lay members 
of the Mixed Council. In this larger body, the lay 
members have a very large majority; so that really the 
laity has the controlling voice in deciding on the can- 
didates for election. The law, as laid down by Mo- 
hammed the Conqueror, is that this Mixed Council shall 
rominate three candidates, who shall then be voted on 
by the eligible Metropolitans; and this election shall 
be submitted to the Sultan for his sanction. Should he 
wish to cancel the election, he may indicate that one 
of the other two candidates must be elected instead. 
The further stipulation has been that the candidates 
shall always be subjects-of the Ottoman Empire. 

It was understood that the favorites among whom 
the choice lay were the Metropolitans of Amasia, Tre- 
bizond, Caesarea, Smyrna, and Athens, but that the 
second had not much chance because he was a Royalist 
sympathizer, and the last-named had no chance because 
he was a Hellenic subject. 


A VaINn FILIBusTeR 

On the morning of December &:h, when the assembly 
was called to order, it was found that seven of the 
twelve members of the Holy Synod had absented them- 
selves. They were all supposed to be = sym- 
pathizers of the King. But there were 118 members 
present, of whom 13 were Metropolitan Bishops. The 
first action taken was to record the absence of the 
seven, and stigmatize it as blameworthy, and as 
forefeiting for them their seats in the Holy Synod. 
This caused a commotion, but was carried by a large 
majority, and the assembly proceeded to choose seven 
others to repiace them. This having been done, it was 
decided that the election could proceed. The Metro- 
politans of Athens, Caesarea and Amasia were chosen 
by the Mixed Council as candidates; and the members 
of the Holy Synod and the visiting Archbishops with- 
crew into the Patriarchal Church to deposit their votes 
before the holy altar. The ballot resulted in the choice 
of Meletios, Metropolitan of Athens, by sixteen votes 
out of eighteen. As the result suggests, it was a hard 
battle and it was after five in the afternoon when this, 
perhaps the most stormy election ever held, was com 
pleted and the delegates could go home. 


Metetios’s PLicHt 

But where was Meletios? Hereby hangs another 
tale. Meletios, a Cretan by birth, after studyng at 
Jerusalem, had been Bishop of Citium in Cyprus and 
was elected Metropolitan of Athens in 1910. He serv- 
ed in this capacity through the stormy days of the war, 
and was noted for his fearlessness, his strong attach- 
ment to Premier Venizelos, and his progressive and 
enlightened measures. When, in November, 1920, the 
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overturn came, and Constantine was recalled to the 
throne from which he had been ejected by his peopl: 
with anathemas a while before, Meletios found himsel{ 
in an impossible position, and was forced to leave the 
country to save his life or at least to avoid the ris! 
of harsh treatment. He went to America, and th 
former Metropolitan, Theoclitus was brought back 
the King. A cablegram therefore had to be sent 
America on December 8th by the Patriarchate to in- 
form Meletios of his election. 


To add to the illegality of choosing a Hellenic sub 
ject as Patriarch, the election was never submitted to 
the Sultan for confirmation. This is the perfectly 
natural consequence of the anomalous state of atfam 
in the city of Constantinople today, where every Gree! 
church flies over it the blue-and-white flag of Greece, 
end the Patriarchate has long had no relations at all 
with the Sublime Porte. Under the martial law co1 
trol of the Allied Powers, the Greeks can do about 
they please in such matters. 


Two steps remained to be taken by the enemies of 
Meletios. During the same month of December, | 
order of the Hellenic Government a so-called Synod 
was held in Salonica, attended by twenty-nine Metro 
politan Bishops, who had also the proxies of nine 
others; and this Synod declared the election of 
Meletios illegal, null and void. Among the twenty 
rine were the seven who had refused to attend the Hol) 
Synod in Constantinople, and one of these was the 
chairman of the meeting. Very naturally, the Patri 
archate regards this Salonica gathering as utterly un 
authorized, and pays no attention to it. 

The other step was taken by the re-enthroned Metro 
politan of Athens, in revenge for his own displacemen: 
years before by Meletios. On the basis of a message 
from a bishop in America, he declared that the said 
Meletios had been guilty of schism and of unlawful 
communion with heretics (meaning by this the Amer: 
can Episcopal Church), and was therefore condemned 
to anathematization and to spend the rest of his life in 
&% monastery on one of the Greek islands. This, how 
ever, had no effect on the Patriarch-elect, even if it 
warmed the heart of Theolitus. Inasmuch as the Hel 
lenic Government has had no chance to seize the person 
of Meletios, the sentence cannot be carried out. 

THe CEREMONY 

February sixth was a gala day for the Greek ponula 
tion of Constantinople. The Patriarch-elect Meletios 
arrived from America, coming by Fiench steamer 
from Marseilles, and was given a most enthusiasti 
reception. The same morning occurred the ceremony 
of installation into his new office. When he entered 
the Patriarchal Church at Phanar on the Golden Horn. 
he was greeted with loud and prolonged shouts of wel- 
come till he disappeared in the Patriarchal apartments 

After the regular prayers and chanting within the 
chapel, he appeared at the door and was officially in 
formed of his election. He replied with a formal ac- 


ceptance, and was then robed in the Patriarchal robes. 
the staff of office was placed in his hand, and he was 
conducted to the Patriarchal throne which tradition 
says was rescued from the old Church of St. Sophia 
of Chrysostom’s time, together with the pulpit now on 
the opposite pillar, just before that church was destroy- 
ed by fire. He mounted the steps amid demonstrations 
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of joy and shouts of “Axios! Axios!” (the old historic 
cry of “Worthy! Worthy !’’) 

Consider now the abnormal and uncomfortable posi 
ton of the Ecumenical Patriarch, Meletios IV. He is 
. man without a country—condemned to anathema and 
nearceration in his own land, not only not recognize 

it cordially hated in the Ottoman dominions. H 
clection was full of irregularities. He is the civil and 
spiritual head of a large body of subjects of the Turk 

h Empire, and yet not a subject himself. By the auto 
cephalous Church of Greece, he is sentenced to pass the 
rest of his life in a monastery prison; yet by his ow 
constituency in Constantinople, he is so adored that 
beneath his photograph in the official organ of the [’at 
rchate appeared the words: “Blessed is he that cometh 
n the name of the Lord.” 

Meletios IV. has other difficulties t 
these political entanglements. The revenues of his See 
ive been so diminished by the exigencies of war and 
ie opposition of the Hellenic Government that there 

not money enough to pay salaries. “He is out ot 
touch with the greater part of his flock in Asia Minor, 
wing to the still continuing campaign. Furthernmt 
he Angora government of Mustafa Kemal is doing it 
best to nullify his authority by setting wp what it calls 
the “Turkish Orthodox Church,” under the 
leadership of a certain Papa Eftim, a priest from 1 
Caesarea region, and requiring the adherence of 
(jreeks who are Turkish subjects within the Nationalis 
lomains, and insisting that the language the new 
ody shall be Turkish. 

As long as the Allied forces oc« ipy Constantin ple 
the Patriarch Meletios IV. is safe; and h's stror 
f duty will probably make him stick to his post 
ll his troubles. Should the Turkish Government ré 
iin absolute control of the city, there is little doubt 
hey would wish to hang h'm, as they did his predece 
or of a hundred years ago. Should the Helleni 
cream come true, and the Hellenic Government secure 
control of Constantinople, he world at least be ban‘shed 
to a monastery on a distant island. His one safety 
seems to be in th® continuance of the resent situation 
until the Orthodox Church can become yeuhited and as 

whole recognize his right to the post.

SANTALI Mission 1N Dinajypur District—Its 
History—Miussion CENTRES—CONSOLING PRo- 
GRESS—Neep or Hervp ~ 


As has already been related at the beginning of this 
article, the greatest part of the Santals are in three 
Districts of Santal Parganah, Bhagalpur and Manbhum 
--all three stations outside the Diocese of Krishnagar. 
And we must regretfully admit that the Protestants 
have anticipated us there and have made many prose- 
lytes, while no Catholic mission has as yet been es- 
tablished. The reason of this is not far to seek for the 
numerous conversions (several thousands a year) of 
cther aboriginal tribes in the district of Ranchi of the 
same Diocese absorbs all the activities and energies of 
the missionaries so that they have no men to be set 
«part for this work. Truly the harvest is great but 
the laborers are few. 

We have many Santals in our Diocese, especially in 
the District of Dinajpur, which has over one handred 
thousand of them. ‘lwo missionary stations have been 
opened there. No sooner did a priest settle himself at 
Saidpur in 1907 in the northern part of the diocese, 
than attempts were made to start a mission amongst the 
Santals of the adjacent districts of Dinajpur. Thank 
God, a small beginning was soon made in a village call- 
ed Thanjuir in the District of Dinajpur. It happened 
in this way. 

A Baptist minister used to visit the village for some 
time past and the Santals told him that they would be 
Christians, if the missionaries would defend them from 
the extortions of the Bengali land-owners. Though 
the Baptists promised, they did nothing in that direc- 
tion. As soon, however, as the Santals heard that there 
was a Catholic missionary in the neighborhood, they 
sent word to him. The father went there at once and 
iound them well disposed. He made some arrange 
ments with them and promised to come again to them 
after a few days with a catechist and remain among 
them to settle their disputes with the land-owners 
No sooner did the Baptists hear that a Catholic priest 
visited these places, than they were up in arms and 
began their campaign of vilification and slander of 
the Catholic Church and of its priests. The Santals 
got somehow frightened and told the father during his 
next visit, that they did not want to become Christians. 
The priest did not give them up, but visited then, 
several times; nothing, however, could be done till 
the end of 1908. 

They soon got tired of the Baptist preachers, as thev 
perceived that they were good only at slandering and 
nothing else. They therefore asked us to open a schooi 
where they would send their children to learn the true 
religion and assured us that they too would come to 
do the same. The father lost no time in having a small 
hut built which served the double purpose of school and 
a chapel and entrusted the work to a Bengali catechist. 
True.to their word, the men sent their children to school 
and on Sundays all came to hear of the new religion 
so perseveringly that in a few months we had the hap 
piness of baptizing several children and a few grown-up 
people. But soon a great difficulty stared us in the 


face. It was the language question. These people 
knew a little Bengali, the language of the country 
but the women and the children hardly understood an 
thing of it. If we meant to establish a permanen: 
Santali mission, it was necessary to adopt the Santal 
language. This was more easily said than done, as 
neither the missionary nor the catechist knew anything 
of Santali; and as no Santali mission had yet bee 
established anywhere, there was not a Catholic transla 
tion of the prayers and catechism, though there wer: 
many Protestant publications. Anyhow we did oi 
best and, with God’s help, learned a good deal 
Santali within a few months and were able to trans 
late the catechism and prayers into Santali. 

The change of the language brought about much 
good. All took keen interest—not only the schoo! 
children, but even the young men and grown up peopl: 
on their way to and from the fields would stop at the 
school for some time and learn the prayers. On Su 
day, the small room was overcrowded with people 
listening to religious instructions given in their own 
native tongue. After the service they commented upon 
what they had heard. It was a new experience for the 
missionary when he said Mass, to hear these children 
of the forest devoutly reciting all the prayers familiar 
to every Catholic and the Rosary as well, in a language 
never heard before in the Catholic Church. In fact, it 
was like witnessing the gathering in of the firstlings 
of a new tribe into the City of God. 

Last year on Corpus Christi Day, some catechists 
called upon me, and here is what they said: “Father 
we feel very proud of our faith, but not of our mudd) 
chapel. We must do away with it. What a reproach 
to us Catholics it is, compared with the big and splendid 
pagodas and mosques of the Hindoos and Mussulmans: 
We want a new church for Our Lord!” I told them 
that the desire of having a brick church was an old one 
Put for our poor mission it was a hard problem to se: 
a way to that end. “Try it, Father,” they insisted, an‘! 
so I p:omised them I would, so there you are! A 
suitable church in Ohanjuri is an urgent necessity 
Our present chapel is unfit for. the ever-increasing 
converts. The district is very large. 

About fifteen villages with a population of more 
than 4,000 Catholics, forty catechists with schools 
make the future look bright as far as Catholicity 
concerned. 

A large church, moreover, avoids the expense of 
keeping up the mud chapel. This is the Mother mis 
sion amongst the whole Santal tribe. The new 
church will be the best investment of the mission; 't 
will stand a glorious monument to the redemption of 
a new tribe from paganism. Is it not worth while after 
fifteen years, to try and erect this memorial? But we 
do what we can. If the stanch Catholics of America 
lend us a helping hand, well! why should we fear or 
grow faint-hearted? Then we can do indeed very much 
for the greater glory of God and the salvation of im 
mortal souls. I appreciate greatly the mites of the 
little children, especially their sacrifice money saved for 
the missions on candy, movies, etc. Our dear Master 
the great Friend of the children, will reward them wit!) 
His choicest blessings in this life and in the next.

lf the pain of loss makes but a feeble impress

To excite the living to fear the death of 
the soul, God permitted that a man after having sley 
the sleep of death, should return to life and reveal w! 
he had seen in the other world. The frightful, unheard 
of details which he relates, and his life of extraordi 
ary penance, which corresponded with his words, pro 
duced a lively impression throughout the country. | 
will now resume the principal circumstances of th 
history. 

There was in Northumberland a man nam 
Drithelm, who, with his family, led a most Christiar 
life. He fell sick, and his malady increasing day by
